the war.

troops, it seems that there was a 
hitch somewhere, and that there was 
not such a scramble to get into the 
army as some of our.people thought 
there would be. 
However,' this is not much to be 


wondered at. 
America is a peaceful 


nation, and while there is no question 
but what there is plenty of patriotism 
still there are very few of our young 
men who arc not either working or 
preparing for their life's work, and it 
teems to them rather a serious prop 
osition to leave their job that they 
may have put in years in preparing 
themselves for, and jumping into th<= 
army with the prospect of having '.o 
start in all over again when the war 


'° The' draft will probably require all 
men between the ages of 21 and 2. 
vears to register, and it is expected 
that an army of 2,000.000 men can 
be raised by this method. 
The volunteer plan has never beer, 


successful in this country. It bavmc 
been necessary to draft the required 
number in ca.-=e of war on all. prev- 
ious events. 
However, the use of 


the draft always induces many that 
a^e under and over age to enlist, so 
Lhat it is really easier to secure vol- 
unteers after this method has been 
adopted than it was before.

LEGAL STATE AUTO SPEED 


A judgment that is of Importance 


to all automobile drivers who in trai* 
eling about the state pass thru many 
cities, villages and towns, which have 
passed 
ordinances 
modifying 
the 


speed limit as fixed by the legisla- 
ture. 
It has long been a debated question 


whether the city, village or town had 
the power to interfere by ordinance 
with the law passed by the legisla- 
ture. 
The case of the City of Baraboo vs. 


Emmet Dwyer was decided in favor 
of the defendant by Judge O'Neill in 
circuit court for Sauk county, and Is 
the first direct ruling on the subject. 


Dwyer was arrested, charged with 


violating the city ordinance of Bara- 
boo prohibiting the driving of ve- 
hicles across the bridges in that city 
at a speed ia excess of ten miles an 
hour. 
The state law governing the 
rate of speed in cities fixes the max- 
imum speed at fifteen miles an hour. 
The court held that the city had no 
power to pass an ordinance In con- 
flict with the state law regulating the 
rate of speed in the city, because the 
state has original jurisdiction in leg- 
islation of this character.

naloon at the other, being financed 
In their enterprise by two men who 
preferred to take a share of the prof- 
its and to remain in tho background.

speedily became a nourishing center 
of crime. Driiik was sold freely to 
whites, negroes and Indians alike, and 
riot robbery and murder were en- 
acted there.

THE MONTE CARLOJF^NO MAN'S LAND 


independent Kingdom Set Up by Three Scoundrels on the Kan- 


sas-Indian Territory Border, Defies Authorities and Does 


Thriving Business Until Johnson Takes a Hold. 


GIVES THE RUFFIANS THE "LAWYER'S ANSWER" 


One of the most singular situations 


In the history of outlawry was that 
tackled by William Eugene Johnson 
In the summer of 1907. It was the 
case of the Monte Carlo of No Man s 
Land as It was called, and called for 
an exhibition of grit, courage, and 
Belt-reliance that was not shown by 
any other persons interested in the 
affair. 


By the middle of 1907 Johnson, big, 


bald, and six-feet-throe, liml pretty 
well cleaned up the bootleggers In In- 
dian Territory. 
Ho had made him- 


self a terror to those who wero de- 
bauching the Indians with spirits and 
atterward plundering them 
IIo had 


become some-thing of a legend 
Im- 


agine a male Carrie Nation, aunod 
not only with a hatchet and sledge- 
hammer, but with a pair of mailed 
flsts and all the resources of the 
United Status Indian Department at 
his back. 
He had run up thu price 


of spirits per- pint from twenty-live 
cents to three dollars, and oven then 
the trade was risky 
He hnd horded 


hundreds to Jail and several Into tho 
penitentiary. He had eained tho un- 
dying enmity of tho gamblers, and 
all the vicious members of tho com- 
munity. 
He had earned tho sobri- 


quet "Pussyfoot" throughout the West 
by reason 
of his cat-like pounces 


where he was least expected. Now 
he was to tackle the strangest situa- 
tion that has ever arisen in tho case 
<ft western outlawry. 


To quote a comment which was 


•made at the time: "Special 
Officer 


Johnson has tho distinction of being 
Ibe only man In tho United States 
vbo ever arrested a bunch of no- 
bodies for conducting a saloon and 
gambling resort nowhere, in violation 
at the laws of no one. But tho fact 
1» that the Monte Carlo of No Man's 
Land has been put out of business 
by the velvet-footed man with the 
soft voice and the mailed first" 


Now for the explanation of the af- 


fair, which was to produce a crop of 
tragical

period. 


Some years 
previously 
a man 


named Ernest Lewis was In charge of 
some logging work along the bound- 
ary between Kansas and tho Indian 
Territory. A log drawn by six horses 
struck a Btono boundary post and 
drew It ten foet and uliie inches north 
of tho surveyed lino. Lewis thought 
that it would bo a Joke on Kansas to 
give the Territory some of Kansas's 
land 
Accordingly ho set up tho post 


In its new position, and tho removal 
remained undiscovered until after tho 
occurrence of the episodes with which 
this story doals 


The apparent result of this prank 


was that there remained, in the mid- 
dle of a road, a tract of land some 
three-quarters of a mile long and somo 
twelve feet wide which did not be- 
long either to the Indian Territory or 
to Kansas 
Lewis was a "bad man," 


find most of his tlmo was devoted to 
violations of tho revenue and states' 
laws 
Some years afterward ho fount! 


himself released from jail, together 
with two boon companions named 
Mark Killlon and Elijah Paradise, and 
began to .cast round Cor the means of 
a livelihood

pened to remember his prank in mov-

in its new position; and it was then 
that his fertile bralu conce vod the

In what was then Indian Territory 
the three outlaws saw a fine oppor 
tunlty of making a fortune In a quid 
and not illegitimate manner by sol! 
ing whiskey on the tract of land ovo 
which they claimed dominion

was no doubt that customers wouli 
flock from far and near on either sld> 
of tho border. 
Accordingly, In th 


center o£ the road they built a nous 
sixty feet long by ten feot wide will 
a gambling den at ono end and 
saloon at the other, being finance 
in their enterprise by two men wh 
preferred to take a share of tho pro 
its and to remain in the background 


This 
extraordinary 
road-nous 


speedily became a flourishing cento 
of crime. 
Drink was sold freely 


whites, negroes and Indiana alike, an 
riot, robbery and murder were on- 
acted there. 
The authorities wore 


quite helpless. They got as far as 
the boundary on either side, and then 
looked on helplessly, while "King" 
Lewis, as he was designated, did a 
roaring business under their noses. 


Undoubtedly Lewis had hit upon a 


paying scheme 
Ills kingdom pro- 


duced a revenue, in proportion to its 
size, greater than that of any other 
kingdom on earth. Upon tho wall a 
federal license to sell liquor was 
prominently 
displayed, and, armed 


with this weapon and not amenable, 
apparently, to tho laws of either tho 
Territory or Kansas, ho seemed to 
stand well within his rights 
At tho 


station at Caney, Kansas, one mile 
' away, stood long linos of conveyances 


waiting for the nobility who came on 
evory train to pay their respects to 
his majesty. 
Tho highways 
wore 


filled with, men hurrying to court, and 
with others straggling back. Drunken 
mon lay comfortably asleep in tholr 
tracks all along tho roads. It needed 
a 
Napoleon 
to evolve n strategy 


strong enough to pull King Lewie 
from his throne 


The gambling outlay wan tho most 


complete in the West, 
Gamos that 


had passed from memory as tho "lid"

Lewis had preceded Pussyfoot to 


Canoy, and he at once went before a 
justice of the peace and obtained a 
warrant for Johnson's arrest, charging 
him with the malicious destruction of 
property, to -which was subsequently 
added the charge of tholt. He also 
alleged that Johnson had Introduced 
intoxicants Into Kansas—which was 
true enough, for the river of whiskey 
certainly reached Kansas soil. 
Be- 


sides, Johnson had samples of tho 
stuff In his buggy, to be used as 
evidence 
Consequently, hardly had 


gone, and Johnson 
found that he 


would have to wait until morning for 
the next one, Accordingly he placed 
the two men In the lock-up and.went 
to a hotel for the night 


One of the city marshals of Caney 


was a man named Garr, who happened 
to be a friend of Johnson's, 'He had 
a daughter, whose sweetheart was a 
night telephone operator. 
At night, 


when calls are few, gossip Is apt to 
pass along the wires between the op- 
erators and their friends. The young 
fellow called up the girl, and, after 
a number of Intimate remarks which 
have no bearing the story, informed 
her, In a casual way, that the prison- 
ers had telephoned for a lawyer to 
hurry along and 'play a habeas cor- 
pus stunt to got the criminals out of 
jail," as Johnson phiased it 
„ 


Tho daughter told her father, and 


Garr realized that Johnson was in 
the way of losing the results of his 
achievement. He rushed down to the 
hotel where Pussyfoot was staying 
and pulled him out ol bed. 


Johnson, informed what was hap- 


pening, realized that, if the "habeas 
corpus stunt" could be pulled off, as 
was most likely, anything might de- 
velop, even an Injunction restraining 
him from again Interfering with the 
internal affairs of Lewis's kingdom 
It would not take long to get tho 
place Into running order again 
It 


was a perplexing position, and John- 
son remembered what the lawyer said 
to the man In jail.

Garr 
went out and they were seen to walk 
n short distance together 
Then Kil- 


llon swung around.

cried, and whipping out a revolver, 
ho shot Garr four times 


Garr returned the fire, but he wns 


too bndly wounded to take aim, 
He 


fell to tho 
sidewalk, when Kllllon 


sprang upon the dying man and be- 
gan pounding him savagely about tho 
head with the butt of his revolver. 
IIo then took the marshal's club and 
star and threw them into tho street. 
Garr died thirty minutes later, but 
ll\ed long enough to make a state- 
ment to tho effect that Kllllon had 
fired tho first shot.

lion's father had also been a murderer. 
The jury was out only ten minutes, 
and brought In a verdict of guilty of 
murder in tho 
first 
degree, 
after 


taking a single ballot. As capital pun- 
ishment has been practically, though 
not theoretically abolished In Kansas, 
Kllllon was sent to tho penitentiary 
for life. 


That was the first death to aflso out 


of the Monte Carlo raid. Others were 
to follow.

ence of Greece, defined the Greek flnit 
as follows: On tho land, nine horizon- 
tal stripes, a plain blue flag in four 
nunrteis, with a white cross In the mid- 
dle, to be called the "land ting," On 
the sen, nine horizontal stripes, flvc 
blue arid four white, with a blue 
Miunro In the corner In four quarters, 
on which is a white cross.

lished In Rome by the International 
Institute of Agriculture show that the 
process of! scrapping the most essen- 


tial of all our foods, grain, goes on.apace. 


Steadily the.arable land of the world shrinks 


as the area under permanent grass,' often a eu- 
phemism for land that is derelict, extends its 
frontiers. 
At the present moment the United 


States Is dependent on Imported supplies for an 
appreciable amount of wheat and for different 
cereals consumed In this country. 


There Is not only a tremendous shortage of 


wheat in the .United States today, but of corn, 
also, as is testified by the price of $1.20 per 
bushel paid in a number of instances recently for 
the latter grain. 
This Is about throe times as 


much as the farmer has received for }t in normal 
times. 
Flgure-s posted by the Chicago board of 


trade Indicate that the visible supply of corn In 
this country today is less than half what It was 
a year ago. 
Of course, the war has had much 


to do with the depletion of our stores, and a con- 
sequent rise In price. 
But even granting that 


the demand has been phenomenal, the fact re- 
mains that our fanners are not producing as 
much corn as they- should. 


Evidently .something is wrong with our system 


of growing corn. 
Most fanners understand the 


Importance of good seed for planting, and the 
majority of them employ scientific methods of cul- 
tivation. The trouble, then, would appear to He 
with the soil. 


Everyone, knows that, .unintentionally perhaps, 


most farms In this country have been robbed 
of much fertility, of the soil. In every state there 
tire thousands of farms which formerly produced 
big crops but are now so worn out that the land 
will not return enough to pay for the labor of 
tilling it. Many a fanner says, as he gazes over 
his broad acres: "I remember when I was a boy 
that field was line for corn, but now ft's only fit 
for pasture." But if he only know, (hat field is 
capable of producing Just as much corn as It did 
in the old days; it Is oven probable .that It could 
be made to break the records established In Its 


prime. This, at any rate, Is what William

Farm Journals, agricultural colleges and the 


United States deportment of agriculture have 
been doing a wonderfully good work in telling the 
farmer how to increase the fertility of his soil, 
but Mr. Smith, apparently,, has discovered the 
easiest, simplest and most inexpensive way of all. 
Almost anyone can tell how to spend a hundred 
dollars per acre on fertilizer, crushed limestone, 
etc., and In the end Improve the land. / But It 
lakes a practical, successful farmer like Mr. Smith 
to demonstrate how a field "never known to have 
on it a crop of any value" could be made within 
one year to product 72 bushels of corn ,per acre 
at a cost of $3.50 per acre, aside from labor. The 
how and why of It all has been put Into a book, 
"How to Grow 100 Bushels of Corn on Worn-Out 
Soil," which Mr. Smith has dedicated to the Amer- 
ican farmer. 
And he believes that any other 


farmeV who will follow his teachings will be 
equally successful. 
It all sounds like a fairy 


story, but Mr. Smith has facts to back up all his 
statements. Furthermore, he is known nationally 
for the remarkable experiments he has made. 


In 1900, Mr. Smith purchased a farm that had 


the reputation of being one of the poorest In In- 
diana. It had been kicked and buffeted about as 
trading stock. • Each owner no sooner got Into 
possession of It when he found he had purchased 
a gold brick;' and never rested until he succeeded 
In unloading it upon some other victim. It never 
seemed to occur to any of its owners that the 
farm had simply been'handlcd by soil robbers and 
was paying the penalty by withdrawing Its boun- 
ty 
Mr. Smith purchased the farm because of its 


cheapness, location and possibilities, and was 
given the laugh for so doing. 


'The entire farm In its early history was cov- 


ered with large walnut,'poplar, oak and other tim- 
ber, the timber on the sandy, land having been as 
heavy as on the other portion of the farm. 
The 


land was a portion of an Indiana reserve, set 
•opart by the government to the Indians In -1818 
and by the Indians sold again in 1835; and was 
cleared more tlmn GO years ago, and.for .many 
years produced large crops. It' had always: been 
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poorest and most rolling two acres of sand land 
on the farm. It grew rapidly, and by winter the 
ground was so completely covered with Its foli- 
ngo that washing of tht hind was entirely pre- 
vented. An examination "of ihe roots showed them 
set thick with- nitrogen nodules. Early In the 
spring, before any other grass or vegetation be- 
gan to grow, the vetch plants were pushing out 


gathered, hauled In market, ;md made by weight 
72 bushels to the tim». and brought a mo.n^y value 
of ?35 per acre. 


The planter iwd to plant the corn was set to 


drop three grains to the hill, and never missed 
putting three grnlns in the hill, bur too ofT<?n 
dropped four grains, which made the'corn too 
thick, and this condition reduced the yield fully 
ten bushels or more to the acre. But think of 72 
bushels of corn being grown on land .that had nor 
for over 20 year.« pmdiicod more than 20 bushels 
to the acre, and this feat accomplished In so short 
it time and with so little expense, ns the cost of 
the vetch seed was but $3.50 an ncre. 


This experiment with vetch made Mr. Smith a 


vetch enthusiast. The following year he planted 
ton acres of better and higher land to voich, and 
the yield of corn on this land after the vetch was 
over 90 bushels ju?r acre, tli<? cost of llu> vptch 
seed for this field being only $3 per acre. Similar 
experiments wen; made with the growing of sweet 
corn and potatoes on land that had first boon 
planted to vetch, and the results were equally 
successful. 


Vetch, according to Mr. Smith, is no respecter 


of soils. It settles down and makes Its home with 
the rich or poor clay as well as tiie rich or poor 
sand, and commences its business of soil restora- 
tion at once. It has no terrors of frost or draught. 
Winter will grasp it with Its hand and hold it In 
its icy clasp for months and -months, and when 
the warm sunshine of spring releases it, in smiles 
witli its freshness" of green and continues doing 
business at the old stand. The drought of fall, 
spring or summer will blow its breath upon it, but 
it heeds It not, and continues Its business of stor- 
ing fertility In the soil us though It were being con- 
stantly caressed with refreshing showers.

The United States reclamation service has com- 


pleted by,the building of the Elephant Butte dam 
a reservoir capable of impounding 862,200,000,000 
gallons of water. That is to say, within an arttll- 
clal lake 45 miles long'and with a shore line of 
21G miles, water enough will be stored to be 
spread a foot deep over un area of 4,285 square 
miles; or, if twice that depth, It would cover the 
state of Delaware. 
The purpose of this water is 


to Irrigate 185,000 acres in four valleys lying be- 


• low the storage basin In New Mexico and1 Texas. 


While the dam itself Is not so high as others In 


the United States for a kindred service, still the 
massiveness of the structure and the capacity of 
the reservoir make the project not only the big- 
gest thing of its kind in'the United States but the 
most ambitious In the.world. The famous Assunn 
dam in Egypt Impounds only two-thirds ns much 
water and cost $14,000.000 more th&n the Elephant 
Butte structure, or $]Q.OOO,000. Elephant butte 
Is In New Mexico, about twelve miles west of 
Englo, and In order to carry-materials to the dam 
site It was necessary'to build a branch railway 
nearly thirteen miles long tapping the Atchlson, 
Topeka and Santa Fe line. The government cori- 
'stnieted this road and operated something like, a 
fourth of it, and-In this" way saved 5130,000 in 
frolsht charges alone, 


The dam Is built of great rocks buried in a mass 


of concrete and block? a canyon on the Rio 
Grande. From the.lowermost point of the parapet 
wall the dam rises 338 feet, and 'nearly n third of 
this is below the river bed. At its.top the struc-. 
ture'has a length of 1,074 feet'.and on It runs a 
fine roadway 16 feet,wide. The dam is 225 feet 
thick at its base and the entire mass, which called 
for 610,000 cubic yards of material, represents a 
dead weight of 1,000,000 tons. This strength and 
inertia are needed to halt the onrush of the erratic 
and the torrential Rio Grande and to hold the 
accumulated waters so that they.may be supplied 
slowly and safely to the widespread acres reach- 
Ing for 171 •miles. 


Work .was begun In 1911, and half of. the suc- 


ceeding six years was taken up in preliminary 
.operations before the great bulwark could bo 
reared, This preparatory work called for the,con- 
struction of a great, sluice 'to divert the river's 
flow and enormous bulkheads or subsidiary dams 
above and 'below: the permanent dam.

company soared In proportion to the 
rise in prices.

of .the postage, or the money that 
they pay Is not sufficient to deliver 
them to their destination, we believe 
in making them pay enough so that 
they are not In debt to the govern- 
ment at the end qf the yoar. 
There 


is no earthly reason why a news- 
paper-should not pay for service 
rendered the same 
as -any 
other 


business institution. In fact, we be- 
lieve in making every branch of the 
mall service pay and stand on its 
own bottom, 'but we do not believe in 
making any particular business or 
profession pay an extra amount 'out 
of revenge, or anything of that sort. 


To begin with, the men that are 


sent -down to 
Washington 
should 


have enough mlod of their own so 
that they would be able to do the 
right tiling regardless of what any

l<'urm Journals, agricultural colleges and the 


United States department 
of agriculture hine 


heen doing a \\onderftilly good work In telling the 
farmer how to Increase the fertility of his soil, 
but Mr. Smith, apparently has discovered the 
easiest, simplest and most Inexpensive way of all. 
Almost anyone can tell how to spend a hundred 
dollars per acre on fertilizer, crushed limestone, 
etc., and In the end impn^c the land, /But It 
takes a practical, successful farmer like Mr. Smith 
to demonstrate how a field "nc\er known to have 
on it n crop of any vnlue" could be made within 
one year to produce.

diana. It had been kicked and biilfeted about us 
trading stock 
Ktich owner no sooner got Into 


possession of it when he found ho had purchased 
a gold brick, and never rested until he succeeded 
In unloading It upon some other victim, It never 
seemed to occur to any o[ Its owners that the 
farm had simply been'handled by soil robbers and 
was paying the, penalty by withdrawing Its boun- 
ty. Mr. Smith purchased the farm because of Its 
cheapness, location and 
possibilities, and 
was 


given the laugh for so doing. 


Tho entire farm In Us early history was cov- 


ered with large wnlnu't, poplar, oak and other tim- 
ber, tho timber on the sandy land having been as 
heavy ns on the other portion of the farm. Tho 
land was a portion of an Indiana reserve, set 
apart by the government to the Indians In 1818 
and by the Indians sold again In 1835, and was 
cleared more than CO years ago, and for many 
years produced large crops.

the department of agriculture that the value of an 
ncro of "Sandy Vetch" plowed under was equiva- 
lent to putting Into the ground $20 or $40 worth 
of commercial fertilizer, and straightway decided 
to try It on his i'urm. Accordingly, he ordered 
enough seed to plant two acres. 


The seed was planted In August, upon the 


poorest mid most rolling two acres of sand land 
on the farm. It giew rapidly, and by winter the 
ground was so completely covered with Its foll- 
:ige i hut \Mishlng of tin hind was entirely pre- 
vcnled. An examination'of ihe roots showed them 
set thli I: w i t h nllingen nodules. 
Kurlv In ihe 


spring, before any othei grass or vegetation be- 
gan to grow, the vetch plants were pushing out 
I heir summer foliage, and bv Maj 1 they were 
four feet In length. About the first of June the 
two acres weie cut for hay. 


Seeing that he had found a valuable plant for 


the form, Mr. Smith planted 25 acre<>to vetch the 
ne\t jpnr, the sowing being done on the poorest 
and sandiest land of the farm. It was decided to 
seed 21 acres of this land to field com and leave 
(lie other for pasture. 
The vetch grew luxuri- 


antly. 


The spring of 100R wns very wet, and It was 


May 1 before tho ground wns In condition to 
break for corn. 
Delnjs were such thnt the 21 


acres reserved for corn were not entirely broken 
until May 2fi. The vetch had grown to a height of 
five feet, and the mass of vegetation was so heavy 
that It was almost Impossible to turn under 
A 


halt dozen makes of plows were tried with com- 
plete failure, when finally success wns obtained 
with « double disk plow, and the field was finished, 
The firospect did not look Inviting, for bunches 
of vetch showed hero nnd there sticking out of 
the ground The field was worked down to fairly 
gBod condition for planting by dragging and 
rolling, and on June 3 anil 4 wns planted to yellow 
corn. 


plrp were the predictions made as to the out- 


come. Many contended that the heavy mass of 
vegetation would absorb nil the moisture from (ho 
ground and the corn would die. lint Mr. Smith 
grltled his teeth, held his counsel and nwnlted 
results. The corn came up a splendid stnnd. Dry 
weather spt In, which added no Hide discomfort 
to the situation. The corn grew slowly, and ns 
soon as It wns sulllclently large the cultivators 
were set to work, nnd were worked with n little 
difficulty on account of hunches of vetch Insuf- 
ficiently plowed under catching on the cultivator 
points. 


The nelghboilng farmers cnine around, leaned 


over (he fence, nnd Indulged In sarcastic remarks. 
Tho gist of these remarks wns thnt they had never 
in all tholr experience seen so unpromising a 
prospect for corn ns this field presented. 


Tho weather was dry, nnd the corn grew five 


or six inches, and made no further growth for 
more than a week. At the end of this time It 
seemed to tnke on new life, nnd grew with such 
rapidity thnt even Mr. Smith wns astounded. 


When the corn reached wnlst height the pro- 


phets who had predicted Its early demise on ac- 
count nf tho great mass of vetch turned under 
tried another tack: "Walt until It begins to ear," 
they snld, "nnd you will see It lire nnd wither up." 


But the corn refused to side with these chronic 


croakers, and grew up nnd up until It reached the 
height of eight to ton feet, silked, tasscled, and

Big Elephant Butte 
Dam Will Curb the 


Rio Grande Floods 


The United States reclamation service has com 


pleted by,the building of the Elephant lintte dam 
11 reservoir capable of Impounding 8(I2,2(X),000 000 
gallons of water. That Is to say, within an nrtlll 
clal lake »10 miles long'and with a shore line of 
210 miles, water enough \\lll be itoied to he 
spread a foot deep over an area of 4,285 squnri 
mllefi; or, if twice thnt depth, It would cover UK 
state of Delaware. The purpose of this water Is 
lo Irrigate 585,000 acres In four valleys lying be- 
low the storage ImMn in New Mexico and Tex 


While the dam Itself Is not so high as others In 


the United States for a kindred service, ••1111 
mnsslveness of tho structure and the rapacity of 
the reservoir make thr> project not only (he big- 
gest thing of Its kind In the United States but th 
most ambitious In the world. The famous Assmm 
dam In lOgjpt Impounds only two-thirds as much 
•uuter and cost $1-1,000000 more limn the Klephnnt 
liutte structure, or ?1D 000,000. Elephant Imtte 
Is In New Mexico, nbout iwelve miles \\esr of 
llnglo, and In order to carry nmteilals io the dam 
site It \\as- necessary to build a bianeh railway 
nearly thirteen miles long tapping Ihe Atehlsoii. 
Tupelca and Sunta 1'e line 
The government con- 


structed this rond and operated soiriclhtng like n 
fourth of it, nnd In this \\iiy s.ivert ?1'10,000 In 
frelfihr charges alone. 


The dam Is built of great rocks burled In a mass 


of concrete and blocks n canyon on ihe Klo 
Grande. From the lowermost point of the parapet 
wall the dam rises 338 feet, nnd'nearly a third of 
this Is below the river bed. At Its lop Ihe struc- 
ture'has n length of 1,07J feet and on It runs n 
flue roadway 10 feet wide. The dam Is 225 feet 
thick nt its base nnd the entire mnss, which called 
for 610,000 cubic yards of material, represents n 
dead weight of 1,000,000 Ions. This .strength and 
inertia are needed to halt the onrush of the erratic 
and the torrential lUo Grande and to hold (he 
accumulated waters so thnt they may be supplied 
slowly and safely to tlio widespread acres reach- 
Ing for 171 miles, 


Work was begun In 1011, and half of the suc- 


ceeding six years was taken up In preliminary 
operations before the great bulwark could be 
reared, This preparatory work called for the-con- 
struction of a great sluice to divert the river's 
flow nnd enormous bulkheads or subsidiary dams 
above nnd below the permanent dum.

SAVING SEED" POTATOES 


The cost of seeding Irish potatoes 


can be greatly reduced, the gardei 
specialists of the United States De 
partmont of Agriculture point out, it 
instead of using a whole potato 101 
planting, the gardner will cut ou 
from potatoes cone-shaped pieces ol 
llesh, each containing un eye of tne 
potato. 
In this way only from one- 


fourth to one-fifth of the flesh of the 
potato will be needed to provide seed 
and the remainder of the potato can 
be'cooked for table use. These cones 
range from one-ufth to one-seventh 
of an ounce in weight, whereas undci 
the usual methods, the sets range 
from- three-fourths to two ounces u 
weight. A gardener, under ordman 
conditions, will get b^t™ 8? 1^^ 
using'15 to 18 bushels, or 900 to lOSt 
pounds of potatoes to the acre . Ihis 
method of.preparing sets,-therefore 
should make .available for table use 
over G75 pounds of potato Oesh whicl 
under ordinary conditions, would be 
planted per acre.

To' plant a plot 50 by 100'feet, o 


approximately one-ninth of an acre 
at the same rate of'seeding would 
call for. 1% to 2 bushels of seed 
planted in the ordinary way.

To assist hog raisers and prospec- 
ve hog raisers in determining the 


best breed of hogs to keep the United 
States department of agriculture has 
recently issued a new Farmers' bul- 
etin 765, Breeds of Swine. 
Accord- 


ing to this bulletin, there is no best 
breed of swine. 
Some breeds are 


superior to others in certain respects 
ind one breed may be better adapted 
than another to certain local condi- 
tions. 
The essential point is that 


after the fanner, has once decided 
upon the kind of hog to raise he 
should stick to his decision and de- 
velop the chosen breed to its highest 
possible standard. It is not feasible 
:or one individual to raise several 
different breeds and bring them to 
perfection. 
In making his choice, 


too, 
the farmer should be guided by 


the kinds of breeds already estab- 
lished in his locality. 
If he selects 


one of these he 'Is not likely to make 
.1 mistake. 


There are two distinct types of 


swine, namely, the lard ajid the ba- 
con types. Swine of the lard type far 
outnumber those of the bacon type 
in the United States. The lard type 
is preferred by the people of this 
country, consequently the 
majority 


of feeders produce a rapid fattening, 
heavy-fleshed lard type. 
The bacon 


type is not raised extensively in the 
United States. 
The production of 


choice bacon is more general in those 
sections where the feed of the hog is 
more varied and where corn is not 
relied upon as the principal grain for 
hogs. 
The principal breeds of the lard 


type are the Poland China, Berkshire 
Chester White, Duroc 
Jersey 
and 


Hampshire. 
The lard type of hog is 


low set and compact, with a very 
wide and deep body. The shoulders 
should be full ultho not coarse, with 
full hind quarters and hams carried 
out straight to the root of the tail 
and thickly fleshed down to the. hock. 
The flesh should be thick and evenly 
distributed thruoutthe body. 


The size and weight are largely 


determined by market conditions. At 
present pigs weighing from 175 to 


0 pounds ordinarily command the 


highest prices. 
The principal breeds of the bacou 


type are the Tarn worth and large 
Yorkshire, both of 
British 
origin. 


The bacon type Is very different from 
the lard type, being longer in leg and 
body, with less width of back, and 
lighter in the shoulders and neck. 
The first impression that this type 
conveys is one of leanness and lauki- 
ness 
Much emphasis is laid on the 


developement of the side, because it 
is the side of the hog that is used for 
the production of bacon. 
On the 


other hand, large, heavy hams are 
uot desirable on a bacon hog.

as the area under permanent grass, 
phemism for land that is derelict, 
frontiers. 
At the present moment the United 


States is dependent on imported supplies for an 
appreciable amount of wheat and for different 
cereals consumed in this country. 


There is not only a tremendous shortage of 


wheat in the United States today, but of corn. 
also, as is testified by the price of $1.20 per 
bushel paid in a number of instances recently for 
the latter grain. 
This is about three times as 


much as the farmer has received for It in normal 
times. Figures posted by the Chicago board of 
trade indicate that the visible supply of corn in 
this country today is less than half what It was 
u year ago". Of course, the war has had much 
to "do with the depletion of our stores, anil a con- 
sequent rise in price. 
But even granting that 


the demand has been phenomenal, the fact re- 
jnains that our farmers are not producing as 
much corn as they-.should. 


Evidently .something is wrong with our system 


of growing corn. 
Most farmers understand the 


Importance of good seed for planting, and the 
majority of them employ scientific methods of cul- 
tivation. The trouble, then, would appear to lie 
with the soil. 


Everyone knows that, .unintentionally perhaps, 


most fill-ins in this country have been robbed 
of much fertility of the soil. In every state there 
are thousands of farms which formerly produced 
big- crops but arc now so worn out that the land 
will not return enough to pay for the labor of 
tilling it. Many a farmer says, as he gazes over 
hfs broad acres: "I remember when I was a boy 
that field was fine for corn, but now K's only fit 
for pasture." 
But if he only knew, that field is 


capable of producing just as much corn as it did 
in the old days; it is even probable that it could 
be made to break the records established in its 
earlier prime. This, at any rate, is what William 
C. Smith, an Indiana farmer, says, and Mr. Smith 
ought to know, for he lias performed some srem- 
ing miracles with worn-out land down Indiana 
way. 
Farm Journals, agricultural colleges and the

The 
how and why of It all has been put Into a book, 
"How to Grow 100 Bushels of Corn on Worn-Out 
Soil," which Mr. Smith h'as dedicated to the Amer- 
ican farmer. 
And lie believes that any other 


farmer who will follow his teachings will be 
equally successful. 
It all sounds like « fairy 


story, but Mr. Smith hns facts to bnck up all his 
statements. 
Furthermore, he is known nationally 


for the remarkable experiments he has made. 


In 1006, Mr. Smith purchased a farm that had 


the reputation of being one of the poorest in In- 
diana. It had been kicked and buffeted about as 
trading stock. 
Each owner no sooner got into 


possession of it when he found he had purchased 
n gold brick, and never rested until he succeeded 
In unloading It upon some other victim. It never 
seemed to occur to any of its owners that the 
farm had simply been'hnndled by soil robbers and 
was paying the penalty by withdrawing Its boun- 
ty 
Mr. Smith purchased the farm because of Its 


cheapness, location and possibilities, and was 
given the laugh for so doing. 


The entire farm In its early history was cov- 


ered with large walnut, 'poplar, oak and other tim- 
ber the timber on the sandy land having been as 
heavy as on the other portion of the farm. The 
land was a portion • of an Indiana reserve, set 
apart by the government to the Indians in -1818 
and by the Indians sold again in 1835; and was 
cleared more than 60 years ago, and for many 
years produced large crops. It had always been 
farmed upon the principle of getting out of It all 
vou can each year and putting nothing.bnck into 
the soil 
Under this system of farming the soil 


had become so poor that in the best season It 
produced but 15 to 20 bushels of corn te the acre, 
while in bad seasons the crop was an entire fail- 
ure. 
' 
Mr Smith had read In one of the bulletins of 


the department of agriculture that the value of nn 
ocre of "Sandy Vetch" plowed under was equiva- 
lent to putting into the ground $20 or $40 worth 
of commercial fertilizer, and straightway decided 
to try it on his farm. 
Accordingly, he ordered 


enough seed to plant two acres. 


poorest and most rolling two acres of sand land 
on the farm. It grew rapidly, and by winter the

Seeing that he had found a valuable plant for 


the farm, Mr. Smith planted 25 acres-to vetch the 
next year, the sowing- being done on the poorest 
and sandiest land of the farm. It was decided to 
seed 21 acres of this land to fleld corn and leave 
the other for pasture.

The spring of IMS was very wet. and it was 


May 1 before the ground was In condition to 
break for com. 
Delays were such that the 21 


acres reserved for corn were not entirely broken 
tmtil May 23. The vetch had grown to a height of 
five feet, and the mass of vegetation was so heavy 
that it was almost impossible to turn under. A 
half dozen makes of plows were tried with com- 
plete failure, when finally success was obtained 
with n double disk plow, and the field was finished. 
The prospect did not look inviting, for bunches 
of vetch showed here and there sticking out of 
the ground. The field was worked down to fairly 
gftod condition for planting by dragging nnd 
rolling, and on June 3 nnd 4 was planted to yellow 
corn. 
pire -were the predictions made as to the out- 


come. Many contended that the heavy mass of 
vegetation would absorb all the moisture from (he 
ground and the corn would die. But Mr. Smith 
gritted his teeth, held his counsel and awaited 
results. The corn carue up n splendid stand. Dry 
weather set in, wliich added no little discomfort 
to the situation. The corn grew slowly, and as 
soon as it was sufficiently large the cultivators

the vetch seocl was. but ?.'5..~0 an nore. 


This experim«nt u'iili vetf-li made Mr. Smith a 


The following your lip planted 
ton acres of bettor and higher land to vi-tfli. and 
the yield of corn <ui this land after the vorHi w:is 
over 90 bushels per ar-re. the fwt of the vetcli 
seed for this field being only $3 per acre.

The United States reclamation service has com- 


pleted by,the building of the Elephant Butt? dam 
11 reservoir capable of impounding S(>2.1iOO,000,(XW 
gallons of water. That is to say. within an artifi- 
cial lake 45 miles long-and with a shore line of 
21G miles, water enough wlill be storod to be 
spread a foot deep over an area of 4.2S5 square 
miles; or. If twice that depth. It would cover the 
stnto of Delaware. The purpose of this water Is 
to irrigate 1S5.000 acres in four valleys lying be- 
low the storage basin in New Mexico ami Texas. 


While the dam Itself Is not so high as others in 


the United States for a kindred service, still thn 
massiveness of the structure and the capacity of 
the reservoir make the project not only the big- 
gest thing of its kind in the United Stares but the 
most ambitious in the world. The famous Assuan 
dam in Egypt Impounds only two-thirds as much 
water and cost $14.000.000 more than the Elephant 
Butte structure, or ?19.000.000. Elephant butte 
is in New Mexico, about twelve miles west of 
Engle, and in order to ctirry materials to the dam 
site it was necessary ro build a branch mllway 
nearly thirteen miles long tapping the Atohison. 
Topelca and Santa Fo line. The government con- 
'strutted this road and operated something like n 
fourth of it, and in this" way saved $130,000 in 
freieht charges alone. 


The dam Is built of great rocks burled In a mass 


of concrete find blocks a canyon on the Rio 
Grande. From the lowermost point of the parapet i 
wall the dam rises 31S feet, and "nearly a third of 
this 5s below the river bed. At its top the struc-

BY-PRODUCT STOCK FEEDS. 


[National Crop Improvement 8ervlo«,l 


A lot of well-meaning folks think 


that just because certain materials 
are left-overs from the manufacture 
of food for humans, that .it is "waste" 
and of no value for stock feed. Nothing 
is further from the truth. 
In 
very 


many cases, the so-called "offal" left 
after the manufacture of flour, malt- 
ing, 
corn products, breakfast 
foods, 


etc., are the best of stock feeds, and 
can be bought economically and fed to 
bring a profit to the farmer. The man 
who turns up his nose at the thought 
of combining by-products with silage 
and other low-priced meat producing 
foods, is behind the times and usually 
fails to show even interest on his mon- 
ey at the end of the year. 
Feeding 


whole grain, whether 
it be corn, 


wheat, rye or oats, is wasteful and is 
robbing man of his rightful preroga- 
tive—that of taking that part of all 
grain adapted to his needs. It is oasy 
to find out the protein content of any 
article, or mixture, of stock feeclstuffs 
now on tho market, and it is merely a 
matter of the farmer figuring out the 
worth of the foods on their nourishing 
power, and then to purchase that 
which will give him the most econom- 
ical feed. In' practically all states, all 
feedstuffs must be labeled with their 
food content—for those who wish to 
see, the facts are printed. 


Fanning and Grading Seed Barley. 


[National Crop Improvement Service.} 


Not nearly enough attention is given 


to getting the uniform size of feed 
grain, especially is this true in barley, 
where it is important that the germ- 
ination should all take place on the 
same day. Therefore, the kernels 
should be of the same size and weight. 
The very largest should parhapa be 
removed as well as tho smaller onea, 
leaving the seed plump and uniform. 
It Is true that small seeds and giant 
seeds will germinate, but the plant 
food contained therein will undoubted- 
ly make an unevenness Jn tho matur- 
ity at harvest 


ROTATION LEASES. 


[National Crop Improviment S«rvlct.l 


There Is nothing which endangers 


America so much today as our very 
much abused farm tenant system. We 
ought to have something in overy 
.lease which will protect land and pro 
tect the people as well as posterity. 
Year to year tenants who scratch a 
little and move away, should be com 
pelled to settle down and landlords 
should be be compelled to mako a 
time rotation lease. It is easy to talk 
about compelling this and compelling 
that, but wo mostly are a very sloppy 
people whose motto Is "the easiest 
way Is the best." 


If we let our soil run down, our 


whole structure will fall. In ordor to 
obtain a larger yield of grain, this.soil 
must be fed. The colleges and experi- 
ment stations beyond the Mississippi 
river are entirely too timid 
about 


preaching soil conservation. In fact, 
all of us are rather prone to tell our 
audience what we think they would 
rather hear. 


STILL TIME TO SOW BARLEY. 


[Nitloiul Crop Improveinont Service.1 


The seeding time of barley should 


bo done later than that of oats or 
spring wheat, as an early spring frost 
IB more detrimental to younp barley 
than to other small cereals. The sea- 
son IB usually a week later. In Canada 
barley Is sown up Into June, but that 
Is not advocated in this country. Still, 
tho second or third weejt In May will 
probably be safe this yfear. ; 


A drill or broadcast'seeder'Is com- 


monly used and the barley Is sown 
at the rate of IM- to 2 buahels to the 
acre. Where it Is desirable.to, seed the 
land down to clover and.timothy, 1 to 
1% bushels of seed barley as a nurse 
crop Is sufficient. 
, 
: 


KILL THE WEEDS. 


[National Crop Improvement Service.] 


"Spring plowing, or disking, as soon 


as the weed seeds have germinated, Is 
usually a profitable practice. Whsro 
small grain Is to be sown, the sowing 
should be done soon after plowing; 
but where 
corn, potatoes, or the 


sorghums are to be grown, -there Is 
often, a period of several weeks be- 
tween the time of the germination of 
the weed seeds and the time when the 
season Is 
sufficiently 
advanced 
to 


plant the crop. This period should be 
utilized as far as possible for the ile- 
scructlon of weeds before the crop is 
planted. Much labor in keeping the 
crop free from weeds during Its grow- 
ing period can thus be saved."— 
B. C. Chllcott, agriculturist in charge, 
Washington, D. C.

Let Us Begin Now to 
Organize for 


More Prosperity! 


[National Crop Improvtment Service.! 


It is one of our American traits to 


speed 'up to high tension for a few 
days and then to relapse Into our /old 
"easy-going" habits. If we can only 
leara by experience that we must or- 
ganize against emergencies of all 
kinds for peace and war, this excite- 
ment will not have been in vain. It 
will do little good to shout at the far- 
mer through a megaphone. He knows 
his business and is doing just as good 
as be can under the circumstances. II 
there Is any improvement to be made. 
it is to improve circumstances. Our 
prosperity depends upon tbe prosper- 
ity of the farmers and it Is our duty to 
get him the best price possible consis- 
tent with quality. If we want the far- 
mer to do better, we must do better 
by him. However, be can find no com- 
plaint about the present prices nor for 
several years to come. We ma3' be 
too late to do very much more this 
spring, although we still have barley, 
corn and potatoes to put 
into 
the 


ground. We should organize for serv- 
ice in this county and get ready for 
early fall plowing after harvest. 


THE BARLEY ACREAGE. 
[National Cro» Improvement Servlce.l 


In 1915 we raised nearly 2?9,000,000 


bushels on 7,000,000 acres. We did not 
fare so well in 1916 on account of the 
bad season. On seven and one half 
million acres we raised 181,000.000 
bushels. The price of barley will war- 
rant a large increase in the acreage 
this year. Forty-eight million bushels 
of barley were malted and about 25,- 
000,000 
of that 48,000,000 was sent 


back in the shape of feed to the farm. 
As an economic problem, it would 
seem that the high" price of barley for 
malting would greatly offset any feed- 
ing-value/ if any, lost thereby. 


The season for planting barfey Is 


one week late, and therefore, barley 
can be put in to advantage up to the 
Itith of May, and perhaps the 15th. It 
Is generally the best farm practice to 
"put 
barley In just ahead of corn plant- 


ing. There is less labor in producing 
a field of barley than a field of corn 
and a great deal less risk. If you are 
short of labor on your farm It will pay 
you to put in some barley. 


If you put In all of your crops and 


still have some land Idle, both oats 
" 
and barley can 
sown for hay or 
an 
green feed which' will be Immensely 
valuable this year.

Tho cost of seeding Irish potatoes 


can bo greatly reduced, tho garden 
specialists of tho United States De- 
partment of Agriculture point out, if 
instead of using a whole potato foi 
planting, lho giirdnor will cut 
from potatoes cone-shaped pieces o: 
llesh, each containing an cyo of tho 
potato. 
In this way only from one- 


fourth to one-fifth of lho flesh at tlu 
potato will bo needed to provide seec 
and tho remainder of the potato can 
be cooked for table use. Those cones 
range from one-fifth to one-aevonll 
of an ounce in weight, whereas uncle-i 
the usual methods, tho sets range 
from- three-fourths to two ounces ii 
weight. A gardener, under ordinary 
conditions, will get bust results bj 
using 15 to 18 bushels, or 000 to 10S( 
pounds of potatoes to the aero . This 
method ol! preparing sots, therefore 
should make available for table usi 
ovor G75 pounds of potato flesh whicl 
under ordinary conditions, would bi 
planted per acre. 


To plant a plot 50 by 100 loot, o 


approximately one-ninth of an acre 
at tlio same rate of seeding, wouH 
call for 1 % to 2 bushels of seed 
planted in the ordinary way, 
Thi 


method oif using Ihe cones and eyoi 
for sood and cooking the romnlnde 
of the flesh, therefore, becomes a 
worthwhile 'economy even when L 
smi'ill area ts to bo planted.

The lard type 
Is preferred by the people of this 
country, consequently the majority 
of feeders produce a rapid fattening, 
hoavy-lleshod lard typo. Tho bacon 
type is not raised extensively In tin; 
I'niled Stales, 
Tho production ot 


choice bacon Is more general in those 
sections whore l)u- food of the hog is 
more varied and where corn Is not 
relied upon as lho principal grain for 
hogs. 


'lho principal breeds of the lard 


type aro tho Poland China, Berkshire 
Chester While, Duroc 
Jersey 
and 


Hampshire. 
The lard typo ot hog is 


low set and compact, with a very 
wide and deep body. The shouldcis 
should bo full altho not coarse, with 
full hind quarters and hams carried 
out straight to the root of the tall 
and thickly fleshed down to the hock. 
The llesli should be thick and evenly 
distributed Ihruoulthe body. 


Tho sl/.o and weight aro largely 


determined by market conditions. At 
present pigs weighing from .175 to 
:!">u pounds ordinarily command the 
highest prices.

The bacon typo is very different from 
the lard type, being longer in leg and 
body, with less width of. back, and 
lighter In the shoulders and neck.

In 
connection with Baby Week,.the Chil- 
dren's bureau calls special attention .to i 
these facts, for three reasons: 


1. The life and health <rf the mother 


are essential to tho: health and well- 
being of her children* 


2. The majority of these mothers 


lives could be saved. 


3. The number of deaths among 


mothers Is merely a rough index of 
unmeasured preventable illness and 
Buffering. 
Just how adequate care for mothers 


Is to be assured depends, of course, on 
local conditions, but Dr. Grace L. 
Melgs of the federal Children's bu- 
reau, whose special report on Ma-

cently, believes that the first essen- 
tial everywhere is a better understand- 
ing of what mothers need. 


Few women seem to realize, for ex- 


ample, that a mother needs special 
care before the baby comes. And yet 
the principles of personal hygiene 
which have been worked, out by mod- 
ern science are of* the utmost import- 
ance In preventing complications for 
the mother and Illness or weakness for 
her baby. 
Further, the expectant 


mother should" be under the super- 
vision of a physician, and she should 
have certain periodic examinations by 
which any symptoms of complications 
may be discovered and treated while 
they are still controllable. 


And the mother needs skilled at- 


tendance when her baby is born. Doc- 
tor Meigs emphasizes the fact that a 
difficult maternity case is one of the 
gravest surgical emergencies and re-

quires, special skill and training. 
Many people do not seem to under- 
stand that in any case complications 
may arise which can be met safely by 
prompt and skillful scientific care, but 
which at the hands of an unskilled at- 
tendant will cost the life of mother or 
.child or both. 
1' Doctor Meigs admits the difficulties 
of making accessible to every mother 
in the United States these essentials 
of maternity care, but she says: 
"When women and their husbands are 
convinced ,of the need of such care, 
and when women demand it, physi- 
cians will furnish It; medical colleges 
will provide better training for physi- 
cians ; and communities, rural and ur- 
ban, will see to it that mothers are 
properly protected." 


The difficulties are perhaps greatest 


In rural districts. The Children's bn- 
reau has had letters from mothers who 
are 15, 25, 80 and even 65 miles from 
a physician,, and for whom any trained 
nursing has been utterly impossible. 
Other countries have been 'at work on 
this same problem, notably New Zea- 
land and Canada. From their experi- 
ence and from the experience of those 
American cities in "which special ma- 
ternity work is being developed, Doc- 
tor Meigs has drawn up the following 
suggestions for a unit of service to 
meet the needs'of mothers in rural 
districts: 


The unit would provide a center for 


ti rural nursing service with visiting 
nurses especially trained to recognize 
dangerous 
symptoms in expectant 


mothers. 
At such a center mothers 


would be able to obtain information as 
to the proper care of themselves and 
of their babies. If a suitable general 
hospital is too remote for use, the 
county center should include a cot- 
tage hospital for difficult maternity 
cases and for the care of normal 
cases when it is convenient for the 
mother to leave her home for confine- 
ment In general, skilled attendance 
should be obtainable by every woman 
in the county. 


Little has been done as yet to show 


women that much of the waste of 
mothers' lives and health is unneces-

Too many homes, even those where 


there Is no lack of means for the nec-

something. It Is plainly not just to any 
thild to surround him with furnishings

to 
accommodate 


grown-up people and ask him to re- 
spect them, unless there Is somewhere 
a place in which he has equal rights, 
and where the ,grown-ups must pay 
equal respect to his possessions. For 
this reason there should always be 
some room, or at least a corner of the 
family living room, where the children 
may keep their own things and use 
them in comfort. 


The ideal rooms for children contain 


only sucb. furniture as they need for 
comfort or convenience, and this will 
be simple and easily kept clean. Wash- 
ablte painted walls, bare hardwood or 
.painted floors, simple curtains and 
patated furniture .are suitable. If wall 
paper Is used it should be inexpensive, 
so that it can be frequently renewed 
All the.moldings, door panels, window 
and door screens should be made with 
plain painted surfaces so that they can 
be readily cleaned. 


Only the lightest curtains should be 


used, and they should not cover the 
windows, save when necessary to shut 
out the hot sun. The chairs, tables 
beds, shelves, bookcases and all other 
necessary articles of furniture should 
be small and low, so that the children 
may find'them comfortable and con 
venient.

SAVING SEED POTATOES 


The cost of seeding Irish potatoes 


can be greatly reduced, the garden 
specialists of the United States De 
partment of Agriculture point out, it 
instead of using a whole potato fo 
planting, the gardner will cut ou 
from potatoes cone-shaped Pieces o 
tlesh. each containing an eye o£ the 
potato. 
In this way only from one 


fourth to one-fifth of the flesh otf the 
potato will be needed to provide seed 
and the remainder of the potato can 
be cooked for table use. These cones 
range from one-fifth to one-seventh 
of an ounce in weight, whereas undo: 
the usual methods, the sets range 
from- three-fourths to two ounces in 
weight. A gardener, un-der ordinar 
conditions, will get bcBt.;;ensul\^n 
using 15 to 18 bushels, or 900 to 1080 
pounds of potatoes to the acre . Thi 
method of preparing sets, therefore 
should make available for table us. 
over 675 pounds of potato flesh which 
under ordinary conditions, would b*

One or two strong eyes are leU 


to a piece. 
Many growers use small 


to medium sized stock, cutting it in 
half lengthwise. 
The strong eyes of the potato are 


B> 
cutting the stock. lengthwise the 
strong eyes are divided. 
Stock mus' 


be in a. growing condition when cut

CHOOSING BREEDS OF SWINE 


To assist hog raisers and prospec- 


ive hog raisers in determining the 
oest breed of hogs to keep the United 
States department of agriculture has 
recently issued a new Farmers' bul- 
etin 7G5, Breeds of Swine. 
Accord- 


ing to this bulletin, there is no best 
jroed of swine. 
Some breeds are 


superior to others in certain respects 
and one breed may be better adapted 
than another to certain local condi- 
tions. 
The essential point is that 


after the farmer has once decided 
apon the kind of hog to raise he 
should stick to his decision and de- 
velop the chosen breed to iis highest 
possible standard. 
It is not feasible 


for one individual to raise several 
iiffcrent breeds and bring them to 
perfection. 
In making his choice, 


too, 
the farmer should be guided by 


the kinds of breeds already estab- 
lished in his locality. 
If he selects 


one of these he Is not likely to make 
a mistake. 
There are two distinct types of 


swine, namely, the lard and the ba- 
t-on types. Swine of the lard type far 
outnumber those of the bacon type 
in the United States. 
The lard type 


;s preferred by the people of this 
country, consequently the majority 
of feeders produce a rapid fattening, 
heavy-ueshed lard type. 
The bacon 


type "is not raised extensively in thc- 
United States. 
The production oi 


choice bacon is more general in those 
-•ections where the feed or the hog is 
more varied and where corn is not 
relied upon as the principal grain 1'or 
hogs. 


•j he principal breeds of the lard 


type are the Poland China. Berkshire 
Chester White, Duroc 
Jersey 
and 


Hampshire. 
The lard type of hog is 


low set and compact, with a very 
wide and dec-p body. 
The shoulders 


should be full altho not coarse, witn 
full hind quarters and hams carried 
out straight to the root of the tail 
and thickly fleshed down to the hock. 
The llesh should be thick and evenly 
distributed thruoutthe body. 


The size and weight are largely 


determined by market conditions. At 
present pigs weighing from 175 _to 
;I5U pounds ordinarily command tiie 
highest prices. 
The principal breeds of the bacon 


type are the Tamworth and large 
Yorkshire, both of 
British 
origin. 


The bacon type is very different from 
the lard type, being longer in leg and 
body with less width of back, and 
lighter in the shoulders and neck. 
The first impression that this type 
conveys is one of leanness and laiiki- 
nes= " Much emphasis is laid on the 
developement of the side, because it 
is the side of the hog that is used for 
the production of bacon. 
On the 


other hand, large, heavy hams are 
not desirable on a bacon hog. 
Detailed descriptions of the var- 


ious breeds, with 
discussions, 
are

The man 
who turns up his nose at the thought 
of combining by-products with sllago 
and other low-priced moat producing 
foods, Is behind tho times and usually 
fails to show even Interest on his mon- 
ey at the end of tho year.

whole grain, whether 
It be corn, 


wheat, rye or oats, is wasteful and Is 
robbing man of his rightful preroga- 
tive—that of taking that part of nil 
grain adapted to his needs. It is easy 
to find out the protein content of any 
article, or mixture, of stock foodstuffs 
now on tlio market, and It Is merely a 
matter of the farmer figuring out HIP 
worth of tho foods on thplr nourish Ing 
power, and then 
to purchase that 


which will give him tho most econom- 
ical fpsd. In practically all states, all 
foodstuffs must be labeled with thnir 
food content—for those who wish to 
see, the facts are printed.

There Is nothing which cndanpers 


America ao much today as our very 
much abused farm tenant system. Wo 
ousht to have somot|ilnK In every 
lease which will protect land and pro- 
tect the people as wpll as posterity. 
Year to yenr tenants who scratch a 
llttlp and move away, should be com- 
pelled to settle down and landlords 
should be be compelled to make, a 
time rotation lease. It Is easy to talk 
about compelling this and compelling 
that, but wo mostly are a very sloppy 
people whoso motto Is "the oasles't 
way Is the best." 


If we lot our soil run down, our 


whole structure will fall. In order to 
obtain a larger yield of grain, this. soil 
must be fed. Tho colleges and experi- 
ment stations beyond the 
river are entirely too 
timid 
about 


preaching soil conservation. In fact, 
all of us are ralher prone to tell our 
audience what we think they would 
rather hear. 


STILL TIME TO SOW BARLEY. 


lN«tlon«l Crop lmprov«m«nt s«rvlo«.l 


The seeding time of barley should 


be clone later than that of oats or 
spring wheat, as an early spring frost 
is more detrimental to young barley 
than to other small cereals, The sea- 
son Is usually a week later. In Canada 
barley Is sown up Into June, but that 
is not advocated In this country, still, 
the second or third week in May will 
probably be safe this year. 


A drill or broadcast seeder Is com- 


monly used and the barley Is sown 
at the rate of 1% to 2 bushels to the 
ncro. Whore it Is desirable to seed the 
land down to clover and timothy, 1 to 
1% bushels of seed barley as a nurse 
crop is sufficient. 


KILL THE WEEDS. 


INntlonnl Crop Improvement Strvloo.l 


"Spring plowing, or disking, as soon 


as the weed seeds have germinated, Is 
usually a profitable practice. Wluro 
small grain Is to be sown, the sowing 
should bo done soon after plowing; 
but where 
corn, potatoes, or tho 


sorghums are to bo grown, there Is 
often a period of several weeks be- 
tween the time of the germination of 
the weed seeds and thb time when tho 
season 
is 
sufficiently 
advanced 
to 


plant the crop. This period should bo 
utilized as far as posulble for the do- 
scructlon of weeds before tho crop Is 
planted, Much labor In keeping the 
crop froo from weeds during its grow- 
ing period 
can thus bo saved."—

BY-PRODUCT STOCK FEEDS. 


[National Croo Improvement Service.] 


A lot of well-meaning folks think 


that just because certain materials 
are left-overs from the manufactures 
of food for humans, that it is "waste" 
and of no value for stock feed. Nothing 
is further from the truth. 
In 
very 


many cases, the so-called "offal" left 
after the manufacture of flour, malt 
ing, corn products, breakfast 
foods, 


etc., are the best of stock feeds, and 
can be bought economically and fed to 
bring a profit to the farmer. The man 
who turns up his nose at the thought 
of combining by-products with silage 
and other low-priced meat producing 
foods, is behind the times and usually 
fails to show even interest on his mon- 
ey at the end of the year. 
Feeding 


whole grain, whether 
it be 
corn, 


wheat, rye or oats, is wasteful and is 
robbing man of his rightful preroga- 
tive—that of taking that part of all 
grain adapted to his needs. It is easy 
to find out the protein content of any 
article, or mixture, of stock feedstuffs 
now on the market, and it is merely a 
matter of the farmer figuring out the 
worth of the foods on their nourishing 
power, and then to purchase that 
which will give him the most econom- 
ical feed. In practically all states, all 
feedstuffs must be labeled with their 
food content—for those who wish to 
see, the facts are printed. 


Fanning and Grading Seed Barley.

Not nearly enough attention is given 


to getting the uniform size of seed 
grain, especially is this true in barley, 
where it is important that the (Term- 
ination should all take place on the 
same 
day. 
Therefore, the kernels 


should be of the same size and weight. 
The very largest should perhaps be 
removed as well as the smaller ones, 
leaving the seed plump and uniform. 
It is true that small seeds and jriant 
seeds will germinate, but the plant 
food contained therein will undoubted- 
ly make an unevenness In the matur-

ROTATION LEASES. 


[National Crop Improvement Servlce.1 


There is nothing which endangers 


America so much today as our very 
much abused farm tenant system. We 
ought to have something in every 
lease which will protect land and pro- 
tect the people as well as posterity. 
Year to year tenants who scratch a 
little and move away, should be com- 
pelled to settle down and landlords 
should be be compelled to make a 
time rotation lease. It is easy to talk 
about compelling this and compelling 
that, but we mostly are a very sloppy 
people whose motto is "the easiest 
way is the best." 


If we let our soil run down, our 


whole structure will fall. In order to 
obtain a larger yield of grain, this, soil 
must be fed. The colleges and experi- 
ment stations beyond the 'rississipp! 
river are entirely too 
timid 
about 


preaching soil conservation. In fact, 
all of us are rather prone to tell our 
audience what we think they would 
rather hear. 


STILL TIME TO SOW BARLEY. 


[National Crop Improvement Service.] 


The seeding time of barley should 


be done later than that of oats or 
spring wheat, as an early spring frost 
is more detrimental to young barley 
than to other small cereals. The sea- 
son is usually a week later. In Canada 
barley Is sown up into June, but that 
is not advocated in this country. Still, 
the second or third week in May will 
probably be safe this year. 


A drill or broadcast seeder Is com- 


monly used and the barley is sown 
at the rate of 1% to 2 bushels to the 
acre. Where it is desirable to seed the 
land down to clover and timothy, 1 to 
1% bushels of seed barley as a nurse 
crop is sufficient. 


TEST BARLEY. 


^National Crop Improvement Service.] 


All seed barley should be tested for 


vitality before sowing as the seed Is 
quite frequently Injured by heating In 
the stack or bin. If the seed is of low 
vitality and does not test 90 per cent 
it should be regarded as inferior and 
new seed should be purchased. 


KILL THE WEEDS. 


[National Crop Improvement Service.] 


"Spring plowing, or disking, as soon 


as the weed seeds have germinated, Is 
usually a profitable practice. Whsre 
small grain is to be sown, the sowing 
should be done soon after plowing: 
but where corn, potatoes, or the 
sorghums are to be grown, .there is 
often, a period of several weeks be- 
tween the time of the germination of 
the weed seeds and the time when the 
season is 
sufficiently 
advanced to 


plant the crop. This period should be 
utilized as far as possible for the de- 
scruction of weeds before the crop is 
planted. Much labor in keeping the 
crop free from weeds during its grow- 
ing period can thus be saved."— 
E. C. Chilcott, agriculturist in charge, 
Washington, D. C.

Madlsim—A bill which, if enacted, 


would closu tho university, normal 
schools and prohibit holding of county 
fairs, so tliul tlie money now spent 
for bueh activities could bo used in 
war cmurycncy work, was Introduced 
by Assemblyman Carl Ploper, i)unn 
county. 


The bill carries u proposed appro- 


priation of $3,500,000 to aid counties

Among provisions of tho bill are 


that tho county board of each county 
la authorized to aid in securing the 
Intensive cultivation and cropping of 
laud within Its border during 1917. 


To that end, each county is empow- 


ered to hold meetings, to creale spo- 
clal committees, devise such means 
;IB may be necessary to secure persons 
to work on farms, to close the schools 
In order to permit pupils to engage 
in farm work, to aid in securing seeds, 
necessary 
impllments 
and 
require- 


ments for cultivating, to pay persons 
for planting and harvesting crops, co- 
operate with tlie farmers and iigrlcul- 
tural organizations. 


The measure 
provides that tho 


county board shall take a receipt in 
the form of an affidavit from each 
person to whom money, seeds or im- 
plements are furnished, 
This money 


shall bo refunded by tho slate. Not 
to exceed $50,000 shall bo paid to any 
ono county.

it arrived here. 


When Mr. Balfour left the presi- 


dential room In the east end of tho 
station, accompanied by Secretary of 
State Lansing and 
Colonel Harts, 


President Wilson's military aid, there 
was a storm of hand-clapping nnd 
cheers. 


"This Is very, very moving," he told 


Secretary Lansing as they stepped Into 
Uielc machine. 


"Mr, Balfour, his advisers, assist- 


ants nnd experts are nt your com- 
mand," Gneffrey Duller of tho British 
foreign office declared. "Wo hope to 
bo of assistance to tlie United States 
In many ways. 


"One of the most important Is to 


point out the mistakes we made early 
In the war.

Prices During War. 


Madison—A bill which has the back-

years of age die from conditions con- 
nected with childbirth than from any 
disease except tuberculosis. Some IB,- 
000 mothers' lives nre sacrificed yearly 
to Ignorance and Improper care. In 
connection with Baby Week, tho Chil- 
dren's burcnu calls special attention to 
these facts, for three reasons: 


1. The life and health of tho mother 


ero essential to tho health and well- 
being of her children, 


2. The majority of these mothers' 


lives could be saved. 


3. Tho number of deaths among 


mothers Is merely a rough Index of 
unmeasured preventable Illness and 
suffering. 


Just how adequate cnro for mothers 


Is to be assured depends, of course, on 
local conditions, but Dr. Grace L, 
Melgs of the federal Children's bu- 
reau, whose special report 
on Ma-

tcrnal Mortality wns published re- 
cently, believes that the first essen- 
tial everywhere Is a better understand- 
ing of what mothers need. 


Few women seem to realize, for ex- 


ample, that a mother needs upecla 
care before the baby comes. And yet 
the principles of personal 
hygiene 


which have been worked out by mod 
ern science are 06 tho utmost Import 
ance In preventing complications for 
the mother and Illness or weakness for 
her bnby. 
Further, the expcctan 


mother should" be under the super 
vision of a physician, nnd she should 
have certain periodic examinations by 
which any symptoms of complication 
may be discovered and treated while 
they are still controllable. 


And the mother needs skilled nt 


tendance when her bnby is born. Doc 
tor Meigs emphasizes the fact that t 
difficult maternity case Is one of th 
gravest surgical emergencies and i 


ulrcs special skill an* training. 
tfany people do not accm to under- 
tand that In nny case complication! 
may nrlse which can be met safely by 


rompt and skillful scientific care, but 
•hich at the hands of an unskilled at- 
cndont will cost tho life of mother or 
hlld or both. 
Doctor Melgs admits tho difficulties 
t making accessible to every mother 
n the United States theso essentials 
if maternity care, hut sho says: 
'When women and their husbands are 
onvlnccd of tho need of such care, 
and when women demand It, physl- 
Inns will furnish It; medical colleges 
will provide better training for physl- 
Inns; and communities, rural and ur- 
ban, will sco to It that mothers are 
ropcrly protected." 
The difficulties are perhaps greatest 


n rural districts. Tho Children's bu- 
reau lias had letters from mothers who 
nre 15, 25, 80 nnd even 65 miles from 
a physician, and for whom any trained 
lurslng has been utterly Impossible. 
Other countries have been 'at work on 
his same problem, notably New Zen- 
and nnd Canada. From their experi- 
ence nnd from tho experience of those 
American cities In which special 
ernity work Is being developed, Dec- 
or Melgs has drawn up the following 
suggestions for a unit of service to 
meet the needs 'of mothers in rural 
districts: 


The unit would provide a center for 


a rural nursing service with visiting 
nurses especially trained to recognize 
dangerous 
symptoms In expectant 


mothers. At such a center mothers 
vould be ublo to obtain Information as 
;o the proper caro of themselves nnd 
of their babies. If a suitable general 
hospital is too remote for use, the 
county center should Include a cot- 
tage hospital for difficult maternity 
cases and for the caro of normal 
cases when It Is convenient for the 
mother to leave her home for confine- 
ment, la general, skilled attendance 
should be obtainable by every woman { 
In the county. 


Llttlo has been done as yet to show 


women that much of the waste of 
mothers' lives nnd health Is unneces- 
sary. Even less has been undertaken 
by communities to provide protection 
for motherhood. 
Many communities 


which have studied their typhoid and 
tuberculosis death rates and have un- 
dertaken costly measure's to reduce 
them have been heedless of the death 
rates among mothers. 
It Is not 


strange, therefore, that since 1900 tho 
typhoid rate for the country as a 
whole lias been cut In half, and the 
rato from tuberculosis has been mark- 
edly reduced, while tbe death rato 
from maternal causes lias shown no 
demonstrable decrease. But maternal 
deaths nro largely preventable, nnd 
Baby Week should mnrk the beginning 
of definite work for their prevention.

For 
this reason there should always be 
some room, or nt lenst a corner of the 
fnmlly living room, where the children 
may keep their own things and use 
them In comfort. 


The Ideal rooms for children contain 


only such furniture ns they need for 
comfort or convenience, nnd this will 
bo simple and enslly kept clenn, Wash- 
ablb painted walls, bare hardwood or 
painted floors, simple curtains and 
painted furniture nre suitable. Tf wall 
paper Is used it should be Inexpensive, 
so that It can be frequently renewed, 
All the moldings, door panels, window 
nnd door screens should be made with 
plain pnlnted surfaces so that they can 
be readily cleaned. 


Only the lightest curtains should be 


used, and they should not cover the 
windows, save when necessary to shu 
out the hot sun. The chairs, tables 
beds, shelves, bookcases and all other 
necessary articles of furniture should 
be small And low, so that the children 
may find them comfortable and con 
venlent Tho continual effort to use 
tables nnd chairs which nre too high 
to get things that nre out of rench 
and to be under the »ecessltyv of trylnf 
to adapt the strength, size and skill o 
children to the furniture of grown per 
sons results In no little irritation 
some of which might be easily re 
lleved.

tial everywhere is a better understand- 
ing of what mothers need. 
Few women seem to realize, for ex- 


ample, that a mother needs special 
care before the baby comes. And yet 
the principles of personal hygiene 
which have been worked out by mod- 
ern science are of, the utmost import- 
ance In preventing complications for 
the mother and Illness or weakness for 
her baby. 
Further, the expectant 


mother should be under the super- 
vision of a physician, and she should 
have certain periodic examinations by 
which any symptoms of complications 
may be discovered and treated while 
thev are still controllable. 


And the mother needs skilled at- 


tendance when her baby Is born. Doc- 
tor Meigs emphasizes the fact that a 
difficult maternity cose Is one of the 
gravest surgical emergencies and re-

quires special skill an* training. 
Many people do not seem to under- 
stand that in any case complications 
may arise which can be met safely by 
prompt and skillful scientific care, but 
which at the hands of an unskilled at- 
tendant will cost the life of mother or 
child or both. 


Doctor Meigs admits the difficulties 


of making accessible to every mother 
In the United States these essentials 
of maternity care, but she says: 
"When women and their husbands are 
convinced of the need of such care, 
and when women demand it, physi- 
cians will furnish it; medical colleges 
will provide better training for physi- 
cians • and communities, rural and ur- 
ban, will see to it tiat mothers ara 
properly protected." 


The difficulties are perhaps greatest 


In rural districts. The Children's bu- 
reau has had letters from mothers who 
are 15, 25, SO and even 65 miles from 
a physician, and for whom any trained 
nursing has been utterly impossible. 
Other countries have been 'at work on 
this same problem, notably New Zea- 
land and Canada. From their experi- 
ence and from the experience of those 
American cities in which special ma- 
ternity work Is being developed. Doc- 
tor Meigs has drawn up the following 
suggestions for a unit of service to 
meet the needs of mothers in rural 
districts: 


The unit would provide a center for 


a rural nursing service with visiting 
nurses especially trained to recognize 
dangerous 
symptoms in expectant 


mothers. At such a center mothers 
would be able to obtain Information as 
to the proper care of themselves and 
of their babies. If a suitable general 
lospital is too remote for use, the 
county center should include a cot- 
tage hospital for diflicult 
maternity 


cases and for the care of normal 
cases when it Is convenient for the 
mother to leave her home for confine- 
ment. In general, skilled attendance 
should be obtainable by every woman 
In the county. 


Little has been done as yet to shot* 


women that much of the waste of
